Portland, Me., Sept. 21.—Finding 
errors in the telegraphic returns to 
the net amount of two-tenths of 1 per 
cent.j copies of official returns have 
been câréfùlly footed and compared 
with the foOtingi received from Au- 
gusta. An error ia found of 100 in 
the footsng up of Penobscot county. 
The seven lacking towns are added, 


and the final resul t ia : Davis, 73,640 ; 
Pjaisted, 73,814. Plaisted's plurality, 
174. The scattering were not on the 
sheets received here, but the Augusta 
footing of 475 is probably correct. 
This result must be very near, al- 
though some towns are still not official 
and the Democratic State Committee, 
although their tables are not complete, 
agree that they will come out very 
near this. Although these figures are 
from official returns, an official canvass 
of them is not made until the Legisla- 
ture meets in January, and oniy that 
body takes cognizance of the errors in 
them.

Words express ideas or 
opinions, and they form policy, and 
policy will direct and control govern 
ment. Hence the importance of the 
right use of words. 


When a Democrat, as he sometimes 
does, uses the word nation in refer- 
ence to our country, he means sim- 
ply the United States, or the people 
of the United States, as distinguish 
ed from other countiiea or their peo 
pie. He has no reference to our com 
plex and anomalous system of politi- 
cal government, nor to the extent of 
the powers of government. In this 
sense the word nation, as a descrip- 
tive term, may be properly applied to 
the United States, while it can not 
be applied to the State of Indiana, 
which is not a nation. But when Mr. 
Garfield and Republicans say nation, 
they mean a political system, a polit- 
ical theory, a great political power^ 
something exalted, superior, sover- 
eign, a sort of awe-inspiring and yet 
undefined cruelty. 
They use the 
word to intensify and emphasize the 
idea of strong government. 
In its 
application to the United States, they 
mean what they desire and intend, if 
possible, to have, a consolidated gov- 
ernment wherein there shall be no 
States. They mean substantially j ust 
such a system of National Govern 
ment as Alexander Hamilton pro 
posed in the Constitutional Conven 
tion of 1787, and which that conven 
tion 
rejected—a monarchical and 
aristocratic system, in which the State 
governments were to be virtually 
abolished, and a National Government 
established, with a President for life 
and a Senate for life. No better evi- 
dence on this point is needed than 
the extraordinary admiration express- 
ed by Mr. Garfield for Alexander 
Hamilton and his theories. This ad 
miration, publicly declared, is one of 
the remarkable facta of this politica 
contest. The entire policy of the Re 
publican party since it came to power, 
has been towards consolidation, and 
the centralization of power—towards 
the National system of Hamilton, as 
opposed to Democratic ideas. It is 
in the realization of this National 
idea, that Republicans hope for con 
tinned power. They fear the States. 
The National idea was the germ of 
the imperial idea that demanded 
a third teim for Grant, and his defeat 
only scotched the serpent without 
killing it. It is as strong and danger- 
ous in the Hamiltonian system of 
Garfield as it was in the imperialism 
oE Grant, and the public safety de- 
mands its rebuke and destruction. 


The word nation has long been 
vaguely and improperly used in our 
politics. It has no rightful place 
there. It ia not a legal nor a consti- 
tutional term. It was expressly re- 
jected from the system of govern- 
ment debated and finally adopted in 
1787. The Union for their common 
defense and general welfare, of integ 
ral, coequal, indestructible republi- 
can States, not of nationality, is the 
fundamèntal Idea of the Federal 
Constitution. The idea speaks in the 
emblazonry of the great seal of the 
United States—the thirteen arrows, 
the thirteen stripes, the thirteen stars, 
and the motto, 
£ plurilm 
Unum, 
I t 
speaks in the thirteen stars and 
stripes of the original fiag of the 
United States, and in thé , new stars 
which hftTe, front year to year, 
been 
added to its azute union, 
until they now thine there a galaxy 
of thirty-eig^t coequal stan^ ^mbote 
o! coequal Btates. 


When the thirteen colonies in 1776 
declared themselves to ba "free and 
independent States," by the. name, 
"the UnitM S f e s of Amerf«,»?

One of the neatest jobs of safe 
blowing that has been done in this 
city for some time was performed 
during the night or early this morn- 
ing in the office of Diehl's r«g factory 
on Calhoun street near Baker. 
A 
woman named Carroll residing in the 
rear of the factory claims that about 
2 o'clock this morning she heard a 
loud report, bnt further than this 
statement nothing connected with 
the affiiir can be learned. The "cracks" 
obtained an entrance through a win- 
dow in the rear, and then pried open 
the door leading into the office with a 
bar. 
They then drilled a small hole 
in the door of the safe just above the 
combination and inserted the pow- 
der. The explosion wrenched the en- 
tire door from its hinges and split and 
damaged the safe as to almost render 
the front poiticn of it useless. 
The 
noise 
heard 
by 
the 
woman 
Carroll, as stated above, must have 
been the explosion. 


There is no clue whatever to the 
perpetrators, but Mr. Diehl suspects a 
party who came to his office a few 
days ago inquiring for work. Mr. 
Diehl noticed at the time that the 
fellow took unusual notice of the 
surroundings and finally left, saying 
that he would return. There is good 
reason to suspect him of the deed, and 
the officers are now on his track. How 
such a deed could be performed on 
the principal street of the city, right 
under the very noses of the police- 
men, is something which cannot easily 
be explained away. It if, of course, 
impossible for a policeman to be om- 
nipresent, but when it is taken into 
account that none of the perpetra- 
tors of those deeds are detected in the 
act, the conclusion must be arrived at 
that there is a great discrepancy some- 
where.
